Association, some are only in the 
first stage of the procedure, and seek 
just the list of names. 

“*Art medals, richly engraved certi- 
ficates,’ pearl rosaries, etc., are fur- 
nished. And the approbation of any 
Bishop is conspicuously absent. The 
address on the envelope is frequently 
distorted; and if one of these ‘shrines’ 
sends its appeal, appeals for others us- 
ually follow. 

“Our country has a great and 
worthy national shrine in process of 
erection; the Shrine of Mary Imma- 
culate at the Catholic University in 
Washington. There is room for many 
a local shrine, especially where his- 
torical circumstances call for one, and 
the authorities of the Church have 
youchsafed for its need and appro- 
priateness. But such unauthorized 
projects bring the genuine shrines in- 
to disrepute, and impose a hardship on 
our struggling home and foreign mis- 
sions; they are unfair to those who 
refuse to make use of such means, 
and are far from giving glory to God 
or to His Saints.”
